SIR ANTHONY .VU.SCiKAVK DEAD. 

A Former Governor of Britlsb Coluinbia Pies 
in Queensland. 

A reference is made in a dispatch this 
morning to the death of Sir Anthony 
M u sg ra ve, K. 0. M. G. , . 'Govef no r- G e n e 1 a I 
of Quoonsland. The deceased knight was 
formerly Croveriior of British Columbia, 
from Auguat, 18(>9, until .Inly, 1871, iiiid 
was the liiat colonial governor before cmi- 
federation, being succeeded by the Hon. 
.los. W. Trutch. tie was a ridutive of F'.d- 
ward Musgnive, Esq., of Salt Spring 
Island, 'and during his short term of oihce 
made many friends in this province, who 
will rogret to hear of his death, lie hud 
attained tlie (iOth year of Ilia age. 

Tho deceased was third ■ son 
of the lato Mr. .Vnthoiiy Musgrave, 
M. D., treasurer of .Aiiligua, and was 
born in 1828. lie entered as u atiidont 
at the Inner Temple in 1851, and in the 
following year was a()])ointed Treasury Ac- 
countant nt Antigua, lie was nominated 
Colonial aocrutjiry there in 1854. In Oct 
1800, ho was upiiointed udininiatrator of 
the Colony of Novis, and in the following 
April he WHS tr.^naferred to the Inland of 
St, "Vincent; in ii similar cajjacity. .Sir A. 
Musgrave held thogovornorHhi[i of New- 
foundland from 1804 till i8(i!), when ho 
was appointed Governor of British Cf)l- 
umbiii. In 1872 ho was nominated Liuu- 
tenant-Governor of Natal, but was shortly 
after transferred to the Governorship of 
Sout'li Atistrftlia; this post ho held till 
1877, when he was Lraiinforred to tho 
Island of Jamaica. In March, ]88il, ho 
was appointed to succeed Sir Arthur .1, 
Kennedy, in the Govomor-Ooneialship of 
Queensland, ^ir^l^. Musgrave was noin- 
inubid a Comjbsnion of the Order of St. 
Michaez und Xt. George in 1871, and was

sttonger race, and whicli lias tho better 
cliimco.of winning in tho groat battlo of 
lifu. Who aro to-day tho leading luuii in 
Montreal in almost evory profession and 
in every walk of lifu? Although tho 
French population when compared with 
the English (including Scotch and Irisli) 
are two to one, the. English take the lead. 
The principal bankers, rannufHcturei-s, 
mefohants,' ship-owners and sho))-keepers 
are men/whbto mother ttmgue is English. 
The leading lawyers ami doctors aro 
English-speaking men. In the church 
thuro is no competition to apeak of he- 
twooii tlie r.aces. As far as education ia 
concerned tho French iiiajovit}- liave not 
an institution of learning tliat can 
for a moinent bo comparod with McCiill 
uoUege or a savant that holds as . high a 
rank in tho scientific world as Sir William 
Dawson. It is uckuowledged that by far 
the groator part of the wealth of Mont- 
real ia held by tho Phiglish-spoaking 
miiKirity. Wo have no wish to disparage 
tho French Canadians. They have their 
])eculiar virtues ; but their greatest ad- 
mirers cannot contend that in t lie .struggle 
tor existence, even when they have many 
advanta;;es on their side, they area match 
for the natives of the Ciiited Kingiloiii uf 
Enghiiid, Irehmd, and .Scotland, and their 
descendants. No one knows this bettor 
tliaii the able and accomplished editor of 
the Mail. Why, then, does ho, ivook 
after week, till his [lapcr with diatribes 
against the I'"reneh - Caiiatlian jieople, 
which aound like weal; .ami petulant cou- 
fesaions of the inferiority of the race to 
wdiich he belongs ! Tlieie is room in this 
Duiuinioii for both French and English, 
and if either of the races has reason to 
fear the eoni| let itioii of the other it is cer- 
tainly not the Kiighsli. 

LET SPEECJI BE FilFE. 

The Montreal Star deplores the increase 
of annexation soutimunt in Canada in a 
tathor singular way. It says: "I'Mfteun 

ye.irs ago it would have been treason to 
think of such :i change, .■ind any one 
openly expressing a f.i\orable opinion of 
it Would li.ave lieeii exposed to peraoii.-il 
violence. 'ro-d.iy tlii' i|iiestioii can be 
diseusseil wit 1) the utmost fieedom, .-ukI 
the espousal of the c.iuse is tolerated 

without a thtmgiit of violence. Tiio 
clmngo has been brought about Ijy :i 
variety of causes, created , by tho profos- 
sioiial politicians." Does our Montreal 
contomporaij regret that there is greater 
freedom of speech in Canada to-day than 
there was lifreeii years ;igo ? Does it 
favor the list .ami the bludgeon as means 
of ]ireventing the spread of ojiinioiis 
which it regards .as disloy.al .' Is 
the ch.ange fi-nm bi'iitid \ioleni'e to 
rational toleration oiie lo In,, re'^ret l ed 
Fur our iitirt, if the politicians have done 
nothing woi-so during tho.last tifteen years 
than to teach men to listen witli patience 
and forbearance to vio^ys which thoy con- 
sider erroneous, we think that the epi- 
thet, professional, wiien applied to them 
alioulil not convoy reproach but the op- 
posite. Toojipoaethe expression pf opinion 
on any subject by violence or abuse or 
reproach, or iiiloler.uice in ;uiy sha)ie, 
makes bypocri! i.'s ol those who hold it, 
liiit aucli metlKiils do not, prevent its 
apre.ad. Anne.>L.atioii sentiment, accoid- 
iu to the I'slii/.s own showing, has in- 
creased ill spite of the violence uf lifteeii 
year.s ago. We (piestion very much if it 
will spread as fast now that men are freo 
to discuses it openly and fearlessly. 
Nothing kills falao and foolish views on 
political matters moro quickly and moro 
eHectually tli.in full and ' freox discussion. 
Why is it tlitit socialism has made 
such little progress in (Ire.at I'.rit- 
t;iin and America, where siieech is frei' 
and the press untrauielled ami has spread 
so widely .and so r.qjiiil^' in (iermaiiy. 
Franco and Russia in the f.ace of stringent 
repressive InwsV It is very likely that 
one of the causes of the dissemination ntid 
acceptation of annexationist views was tho 
intolerance of those who opposed thom. A 
man with any spirit in him resents theat- 
tsmpt to put him down and to silence him 
by force, but when lie ia mot by cool ar- 
gument and a disp.assioiiati; st.ateiiient of 
fiicts be has no imliicemeiit to stand by 
opinions which .are shown to him to be 
ceroneous. The anne.xatioiiists will h:iXi- 
liaitler work to nu'cl free di.icussiou tli 
they liad to faco intolerant violence. 



Some of tho scenes he relates aro most 
moving and show how tho poor fellows .aj)- 
prociatod the kindhoss and tho sympathy 
of tlieir poot-nuiBU. Thesu letters ace 
vtduablo too as tjiey give the reader a vivid 
ideji of thc3 horrors of war and the sull'er- 
ing that it causes not only to those who 
are actively engaged in it bujt to those 
who can do nothing but loo^ on and weep 
to see the ravages that it makes. But 
war, horrible as it is,' brings out what is 
good and noble imd self-sacrificing insonio 
men and woaion. It did this in an omi- 
iient degree in the case of Walt Whitman. 

I'lTriiEK, tho man who robbed a hank 
in the I'nited States ami got oil' safe as 
he ooiiaidorud — into Canada, has received 
part of the ptmishment wltioh ho so richly 
deserved. He could not be extradited, 
for stealing, no matter how great tho 
theft or how many are riuued by iti is not 
an extraditable offence, but he was tried 
under Canadian laws and at Canada's ex- 
jjense for bringing stolon money into this 
country .and convicted. The judgo sen- 
tenced him to seven j'ears iiiiprisoiiineiit 
in a iienitentiary . In this way a measure 
of justice has been done, and the laws of 
the I'nilod .'"Jtatca have been vindicated in 
Canada. It is to lio hoped that tho next 
Senator who attempts to twist the tail of 
the British Lion will be reminded how a 
Canadian judge bnmght a United States 
ofiendor to justice in spite of all that- tho 
I iiited States Senate had done to aid him 
in getting beyond the reach of tho laws he 
he had so outrageously violated.
